Homo sapiens in Europe 

Members of the species Homo sapiens first appeared in Europe 
about 130,000 years ago. The fossils of a group of Homo sapiens 
called Neanderthals (nee AN dur TALZ—the hr is silent) were found 
in 1856 in the Neander Valley of Germany. The Neanderthals were 
short and powerfully built. Their skulls were massive, as shown in 
Figure 31, with protruding faces and heavy, bony brow ridges. The 
average Neanderthal brain was slightly larger than that of modern 
humans, although there is much overlap in size. Many scientists 
that study human evolution now classify Neanderthals as a separate 
human species, Homo neanderthalensts. 

Neanderthals became more and more abundant in Europe and 
Asia, and by 70,000 years ago, they had become fairly common. 
Neanderthals cared for their injured and sick. They also commonly 
buried their dead and often placed food, weapons, and even flowers 
with the bodies. Such attention to the dead suggests that they ma) 
have believed in a life after death. Neanderthals were the first 
hominids to show evidence of abstract thinking,

Our understanding of Homo habilis is limited because it is based on 
only a few fossil specimens. In contrast, scientists have found many 
fossils of the species that replaced Homo habilis—the species Homo 


€recius. 


The first Homo erectus specimen found, called Java Man, was dis- 


covered in 1891 on the island of Java, in southeast Asia. Homo erec- 
tus was larger than Homo habilis—about 1.5 m (5 ft) tall. Home 
erectus also had a large brain of about 1,000 cm? (60 in.?). Java Man 
may be more than about 700,000 vears old. Similar fossils found in 
China are thought to be as old as 500,000 years. In 1976, a Homo 
erectus skull that may be 1.5 million years old was discovered in 
eastern Africa. Figure 28 shows a fossil Homie erectus skull. 

Homo erectus evolved in Africa and migrated into Asia and 
Europe, as shown in Figure 29. Homo erectus probably lived in 
groups of 20 to 50 individuals. They hunted large animals, used fire, 
and made both stone and bone tools. Homo erectus survived for more 
than 1 million years. The species disappeared about 200,000 years 
ago, as early modern humans emerged. Most scientists think that

Scientists working with powerful 
imaging computers say the spec- 
tacular “Hobbit” fossil recently dis- 
covered in Indonesia had distinc- 
tive brain features that could justi- 
fy its classification as a separate 
— and tiny — human ancestor. 

The new report, published 
March 3 in the online journal Sci- 
ence Express, seems to support 
the idea of a sophisticated human 
dwarf species marooned for eons 
while modern man proliferated. 

The new research produced a 
computer-generated model that 
compared surface impressions on 
the inside of the fossil skull with 
brain casts of modern and an- 
cient humans, as well as chimps 
and other primates. 

The scientists said the model 
shows that the 3-foot specimen, 
nicknamed Hobbit, had a brain 
unlike anything they had seen 
before in the human lineage. The 
brain is chimplike in size, about 
417 cubic centimeters. 

Yet the Hobbit’s brain shared 
wrinkled surface features with 
the much larger brains of both 
modern humans and Homo erec- 
tus, a tool-making ancestor that

lived in southeast Asia more than 
1 million years ago. Some of 
those brain features are consis- 
tent with higher cognitive traits. 
These brain features coincide 
with physical evidence of ad- 
vanced behaviors, such as hunt- 
ing, firemaking and the use of 
stone tools, which were found 
alongside the bones in a cave on 
the remote equatorial island of 
Flores. To some, this suggests an 


organized society of tiny hunters 
flourished on the island for mil- 
lennia at a time when modern 
humans dominated the planet. 
“This is a unique creature,” 
said Florida State University 
anthropologist Dean Falk, who 
led the study. “We found amaz- 
ing, specialized features across 
the surface from front to back. 
“These findings are consistent 
with the kinds of sophisticated 


behaviors that are hypothesized” 
for the Hobbit, Falk said, but she 
stopped short of saying the Hob- 
bit was a tool-maker. 

In October, scientists from In- 
donesia and Australia caused an 
international sensation with their 
report of a trove of tiny fossils. 
As many as eight individuals 
were represented in layers that 
were dated from 95,000 to 12,000 
years ago. The Hobbit skeleton 
was the most complete specimen 
and contained the only skull 

In a project funded by the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, Falk 
and researchers from Washing- 
ton University in St. Louis creat- 
ed a three-dimensional computer 
model of the brain using CT 
scans of the interior of the Hob- 
bit’s skull. These images show 
the wrinkles, vessels and other 
surface features that made faint 
impressions on the skull’s lining. 

They compared that model 
with the brains of chimps, a fe- 
male Homo erectus, a contempo- 
rary woman, a pygmy and a 
European specimen of a person 
with a small-brain syndrome 
known as microcephaly. 

Scientists say its brain shape is 
most closely associated with that 
of Homo erectus.

In 1884, Earl Flint, a geologist 
representing the Peabody 
Museum and Harvard 
University, discovered in 
a rock quarry near Managua, 
Nicaragua, on the shores of 
Lake Gilva, a layer containing 
fossilized human tracks, 16 to 
24 feet below the surface.

“The footprints are from one-half to three 
inches in depth and none exceeded eighteen 
inches. Some of the impressions are nearly 
closed, the soft surface falling back into the 
impression, and a crevice about two inches in 
width is all one sees, and my first glance at 
some parallel to one less deep, gave me an idea 
that the owner of the latter was using a stave 
to assist him in walking. In some the substance 
flowed outward, leaving a ridge around it - seen 
In one secured for the museum; the stride is 
variable, owing to the size of the person, and 
the changing nature of the surface passed over.
